SUITORS HAVE QUIT 


Attorneys for "Next Friends" Ask to 


Have Case Dismissed Because 


There is Nothing in Sight. 


Concord, N. H., Aug. 21.—The fa- 


• mous suit in equity brought on March 
1 last by George \V. Glover, son of 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, and others 
as "next friends" against Calvin S« 
Frye and others, for an^, accounting of 
the property of the aged head of the 
Christian Science church, came to an 
abrupt end today. 


Immediately after the 
opening of 


court in the continued hearing regard- 
ing Mrs. Eddy's competency 
before 


Judge Edgar Aldrich and 
his co- 


masters, William E. Chandler, senior 
counsel for the "next 
friends," an- 


nounced that counsel for 
the "next 


friends" had filed with the clerk of 
the court a motion for the dismissal 
of the suit. He said there were many 
reasons for this action, but the princi- 
pal one was "the unprofitableness of 
any immediate result of a decision in 
our favor upon the Issue as now 
framed, compared with the 
burdens 


and disadvantages to be endured by 
us, both before and after such a de- 
cision." 


Announced by Chandler. 
' 


This was the second day of the 


second week of the masters' hearing 
upon the competency of Mrs. Eddy. 
Upon the masters taking their seats, 
"William E. Chandler, senior counsel 
for the next friends, addressed the 
court, saying: 


"May it please the court, it will 


doubtless be a relief to trie masters 
to he informed that the counsel for 
the next friends have this day Sled 
•with, the clerk of the court a motion 
for the dismissal of the pending suit 
and that they hereby -withdraw their 
appearance before the masters with- 
out asking from them any finding 
upon the 
questions submitted to 


them by Judge Chamberlain. 


"There are many reasons for this 


action. 
The principal one arises 


from a consideration of the unprofit- 
ableness of any immediate result of 
a decision in our favor upon the ex- 
act .issue as now framed:-compared 
'with the burdens and disadvantages 
to be .endured by us, both before and 
after such a decision. 


The suit has been almost wholly 


altruistic in its nature, and not a 
single dollar of the large fortune, 
•whose existence is disclosed, or which 
might he enlarged In consequence of 


this suit, can become, at this time, 
the property of the 
next 
friends. 


There are also reasons, sentimental 
in their character, overcoming the 
strong desire of the next friends to 
prove the facts and vindicate the 
reasons upon which the suit has been 
based—-which, however,' is hereby 
dismissed."

sented a motion for the dismissal of 
the suit.

had telegrams to many prominent 
men was arrested in an uptown tele- 
graph office last night. He was ar- 
rested on information furnished by 
the telegraph manager who said he 
had been forwarding rambling tele- 
grams to President Roosevelt and oth- 
er government officials, 


'Wlen searched at police headquar- 


ters, more than a hundred messages 
were found on him, most of them ad- 
dressed to the president, Kaiser Wil- 
helm and King Edward. The prisoner 
said he was John Pinto. He also gave 
the name of John Commins and said 
he had no home. The police were of 
the opinion that he was a telegrapher 
or a stenographer from his writing. 
One of the telegrams he had ad- 
dressed to the president was as fol- 
lows: 


"Don't forget King Alfonso.

Before he left Washington

tary Taft became seriously concerned 
for" the safety of the American troops 
and residents in Cuba as the result of 
the occurrence of yellow fever at Cien- 
fuegos. 
He cabled to Gov. Magoon 


a request for a full statement of the 
conditions and urged the governor to 
take every step-that prudence and ex- 
perience should suggest to eradicate 
the .disease. 
Gov. Magoon complied 


by sending yesterday's report. 


"The report says there are 
three 


cases in town exclusive of soldiers. 
Twelve soldiers contracted the dis- 
ease, and three of them died. 
All 


soldiers contracted the disease in hos- 
pital. 
No cases have appeared in sol- 


diers' quarters. 
The report adds: 


"If- we accept the mosquito doctrine, 


we must relieve the local civil offi- 
cials from responsibility, except for 
failure to secure reports o£ all cases 
of fever or increased temperature, for 
it is a practical imposibllity to elim- 
inate the stegomyia from Cienfuegos 
until the completion o£ waterworks, 
sewers pavement, complete drainage 
of city, and discontinuance of use o£ 
water containers.

would have cost the United States 
529,000,000 in fines in Judge Landis' 
court.

I shall fake 
up Secretary Taft's allusions to my- 
self and then there will be something 


General Greely Says Pres- 


ent Conditions Are 


Thinning Ranks. 


Washington, Aug. 21.—Major Gen- 


eral A. W. Greely, commanding the 
northern division of the army, declares 
in his annual report that the main rea- 
son for desertion, according to the 
universal opinion of commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers, was inad- 
equate pay, the lack of the canteen, 
and resultant trouble in 
dives sur- 


rounding the army posts, and "the 
low standard and general worthless- 
ness, of recruits." The moral deterior- 
ation of the recruits is characterized 
as a corollary o£ the small pay given 
the men. 


General Greely urges an increase of 


pay for the men, a five year term of 
enlistment, a material increase in the 
strength of the infantry, and restora- 
tion of the canteen privileges to the 
extent of selling beer, or if the can- 
teen is not restored, that there shall 
be legislation similarly restricting the 
use of liquor by all federal officials 
and employes. 


He says it is 
beyond reasonable 


doubt that the establishment of the 
canteen decreases 
drunkenness, and 


that its elimination 
has 
largely in- 


creased liquor drinking and dissipa- 
tion among enlisted men. 


eneral Greely also urges the neces- 


sity of materially increasing the pay 
of officers, unless it is contemplated 
that the army shall be officered from 
an aristocracy of wealth, for, he says, 
an officer's position is fast becoming 
impossible for a man without private 
income. 


General Greely holds that the army 


ration, while excellent in quality, and 
doubtless of sufficient nutritive value, 
in Quantity and variety does not sat- 
isfy" the American soldier. When not 
supplemented, through supplies from 
gardens, post exchange stores, etc., it 
furnishes only a meager monotonous 
diet. 
He says that various edibles 


found on every American table, even 
of the poorest people, are 
entirely

To cook lentils, look over carefully, wash thoroughly and 


soak over night in cold water. In the morning drain, then 
cover with boiling water and simmer gently for several hours 
until tender. 
After this the treatment may be varied. They 


may be sauted in butter, with or without a little onion, then 
covered with a brown sauce made by adding a tablespoonful 
browned flour and a teaspoonful vinegar. The contents of the 
pan may be made into croquettes by seasoning lentil pulp with 
salt, pepper, onion juice and parsley, wetting with a. little 
cream and shaping into croquettes, dipping in egg and bread 
crumbs and frying in deep fat. Serve with mint or tomato 
sauce. 
Curried lentils are also nice. 
Cook .German lentils 


that have been soaked over night in vegetable stock. When 
quite soft, add a teaspoonful curry paste, a fried onion, a 
chopped apple and teaspoonful chutney. Mix well and serve 
with a border of boiled rice and chipped potatoes. 


A cupful of lentils will serve for a .family of fqur or five, 


as the vegetables swell in the cooking.
